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HELP FROM CONGRESS 

The President Ploads For the 
Flood Sufferers.

Two Hnadrcd ThoVMnd Dollars Appro- 
ptlateil r»r Relief to Da Bxpeadcd Vo- 
der the IHrefltioaa of the Mecretmrr of 
Ww— Vh* BeMtatloa ntgamd hjr the 
Pretldeat and at Onee Beeame a Law. 

Washinotos. April 8. — Prrsidpnt 
McKinley yesterday sent a. mcssiifro to 
congreaa asking that measnrefl be taken 
to reliere the •offeritiK oocasioued by 
the wMtem floods. The measage is as 
foUowa : 

To the Senate and Houto of Repicsenta- 
tlves: 

Information whioh has reoently come to 
me from the governors of Arkansas, Mls- 
slsilppl and Louisiana and from promi- 
nent oltliens of these spates and Tennes- 
see, warrants the oonduslon that wide- 
spread distress, inrolTlng the destraotlon 
pf a large amount of p roperty and loss of 
human life, has ceiiaMod from the floods 
which have snbnerged that section of the 
country. These are stated, on reliable 
authority, to be the mott destruotlro 
floods that hare ever devastated the Mis- 
sissippi Talley, the water being much 
higher than the highest stage Ic hai 
xvaohcd 1)efor«. 

From Marlon, Ark., north of Memphis, 
to GrecnTlUe, Miss., a distance of mora 
than £53 miles by riven It Is reported 
there uiv now at least 6J towns iind vil- 
lages under water; and o territory ex- 
tending fnini 100 mile-; north of Memphis 
to 200 miles south, and from 5 to 4 ) miles 
wide, if) KubnuTge<l. H umlicil-i oi' thou- 
sands of luTos of cult iviitcd soil with 
growing crops lire Indiided in the sub- 
merged territory. In iliis t;e(:lon alone 
there are from 5 1.' 00 to CO.iOJ people 
ivhose i)r<)peity has brcii dotioycd and 
whosi' htisiuc.-.t has biei siihpfiiiled. 
CTrowlnK i-rops havo bcii niiiu 'l. thou- 
sands of etitt If have l)<-<'ii ilio.viiid and 
the inhabitants of certain area) threat- 
ened with starvation. .\s a K>'e:ir major- 
ity of the btilTfrers are small la niers, 
they have tlrus l)t!en left entirely destitute 
and will be unprepared for work even 
after the flowl.s have subsided. 

The entire Mississippi valley in Arkan- 
sas is flooded and coiinniiiiieatioii with 
many points cut off. In Mls^^is8lppl a like 
condition exUts. The levoes in Louisi- 
ana with a single exception, have held, 
but the water is rising and the situation 
there is reported as being extremely crlt/- 
icol. 

Under such clroumstances the citizens 
of these states look for the co-operation 
and support of the national government 
In relieving the pressing cases of destitu- 
tion for food, clothing and shelter, which 
are beyond the leaeh of local efforts. The 
authorltlaa who have communicated with 
the exeentlTe leoognlze that their first 
and most energetlo duty Is to provide as 
far as possible the means of oaring for 
their own eltlsenst but nearly all of them 
agree In the opinion that after their re- 
sources have been exhausted, a ram a^ 
gregailngat least 1.50,000 and posalbly 
1900,000 will be required for Imm ed l si t e 
use. 

Precedents are not wanting that In such 
emergencies as this congress has taken 

prompt, generoiu and Intelligent action, 
involving the expenditure of considerable 
sums of money, with satisfactory results. 
In 1874 $6'.)0,000 w (is appropriated, and in 
18S2, fajio.oJO was also appropriated for re- 
lief in the same direction, boaide large 
sums In other years. 

The citizens' relief committee Of Mem- 
phis, which has taken prt)mi)t action, has 
already car.'il for from "''.OOO to 7,0U0 refu- 
gees from the lloodi-d dUtrlets, and they 
aro still ariivinir in that city in lai^e 
numbers, .'^iipplios and prosisions have 
IXHjn sent to the variou- points in .\rkan- 
sas and Mississippi by i his ooinmit tec; but 
the most that c an be lioiie by llic^e ctTorts 
is to partly relieve tlu' mosi acute cM.M's of 
suffering. No uclion has yet been taUcu 
for the great mnjorliy of the inhabitants 
living In the interior \vho.se c juditiou han 
already Le^n described. 

Under those conditions and having ex- 
erted themselves to tlm fullest extent, the 
local 'authorities have ixductantly con- 
fessed their Inability to further cope with 
this distressing situation unaided by le 
lief from the government. 

It bos therefore seemetl to me that the 
lepiesentatlves of the people should be 
promptly informed of the nature and ex- 
tent of (he suffering and needs of these 
strloken people and 1 have communicated 
these facts in the hope and belief that the 
legUlative branch of the govenunent will 
promptly relnforoe the work of the local 
authorities in the states named.

Executive Mansion, April 7, 1897 
The reading of the messag^in the sen- 
ate was folhiwed l)y u resolution olTered 
by Mr. Jones (Doni., Ark.) appropriat- 
ing $100,000 for tlic relief of the suf- 
ferers aud authorizing the use of. gov- 
ernmeut boats. It wat viuwimODily 
passed. 

In tlio liuuso Mr. CatchinK (Dem., 
Miss ) utVereil aud obtained consent for 
the immediate cousuleration of a reso- 
lution appropiiatiiiK *'^00,(K«) for their 
relief, ir \vas;plso unanimously pas.sed. 

TheBeiiiite then accepted tln^ lioiiso 
provisiou tor 4i.>0.000 extra. 

The resolution a-s finally lussed is as 
follows : 

"Joint resolution— Resolved, That the 
lum of 1200,000 is hereby appropriate<l 
out of any money in the trt'OKury not 
otherwise approi«iated, to be expended 
by and uuder the direction of the secre- 
tary of war in the purchase and distri- 
bution of subeistenoo stores to such des- 
titute pereone as may retjuiro a.s.sibtanco 
in the district overflowed by the Missis 
lippi river and its tributaries, aud by 
the Rod River pf Uwi North, by the re- 



cent fliK>d.s. And the secretary of war 
is autlu)rize(l to use the steamers and 
otlier b<jats and vessels beloiiKi'ik' to or 
now employed by tlio Kovernment upon 
the Mi.ssissippi river and its tribu- 
taries, in the transportation and distri- 
bution of the Bupplies furnished by the 
United States or individuals to and 
umoti^ the said destittite and sutt'ei-iii>< 
people, and he may employ such other 
means of tmns)>ortation as he may 
deem necessarj- to caiTy the purpoee of 
this joint resolution into effect." 

As soon as the resolution was signed 
bv the speaker it was taken to tlie 
\ hite House, where President McKin- 
ley was waiting for it, liaving delayed 
hiS trip down tlie bay until tlie re.solu- 
tiou passed congress. The president 
immediatelv attached his signature to 
the dociunenti thus making italaWi 
the fint «rf feho uvr admiaiitnttloi). 

BATTLE IN CUBA. 



Aaeardlag tn Spanlftli Arcnunts the 
genu Were Defeated. 

Havana, April 8.-^A detachment of 
troopa from Oimarouea, province of Bfa> 
tani as, while recoiinoitering the heights 

of Union, was fin d upon iit Andaz 
phintation. The troops r;'plii d to tlie 
fire, drove the enemy i)a( k and contin- 
ued the pursuit to the fai-m of La Yacu, 
on the heights of Dichoea, where the 
goveruineiit force destroyed soven in- 
hnrgent eanips, after four hours fight- 
in},', and dislodged the enemy from ei".- 
treiiclied positions at the point of the 
bayonet. The insurgents were cdiii- 
innuded by Clements Comez and Rt g;- 
na Alfonso. They left '2H men killed 
on the licid. The troops lost live meu 
killed uud had several wounded. 

Captain General Weyler arrived at 
Jncaro, province of Puerto Principe 
veeterday momiiur oa tK)ard.the Snui- 
ish gnnooat Sateute and th4 local an- 
thoritiea were waldnv to receive him. 
After the nnial complmeata had been 
exchanged the captaia general visited 
and inspected soreral of the forts alona 
the mihtaryline. aocompanied iKf h£ 
chief of Btaif , Oolonel Eeoriboiio. GeO' 
ernl Weyler expdrened himeelf as being 
highly satisfied with the fortlficatioua. 
The captain general Inspected the forte 
of DominKaez and Ckdonia. 

At Ciego de Avila, the captain gen- 
eral, in the name of the king, promoted 
Lieutenant Alfonso Sanchez, oue of the 
wounded, to the rauk of captain. 

Hangwily aad Laehoga Snrrender. 
Jaoksonvilui, Fla., April 8.— Gen 
eial Jnlio Sangnily and Colonel LaohU' 

ga, hearin}^ that wjirnints had been 
issued for their apprehension on the 
charge of aiding and abetting a Cubau 
expedition, surrendered themselves yes- 
terday at'ternooii to the United States 
ottieers. They w ere taken before the 
United States commissioner, Egan, and 
their hearing continued until Saturday 
morning. The information was fur- 
nished by Senor Potous, Spanish vice 
consul for Jacksonville, and the afHda- 
vit states no time or plaice at which the 
alleged offfeiise was committed. He is 
said to have sworn to the information 
at tlie direction of Miniater De Lome of 
Washington. The priaonera were re- 
manded to the oare of J. M. Bam, who 
became aorety for their appearance on 
Satnrdsjr. 

■kcrinaii Talki About Genoral Klvt-re. 

Washixuto.v, April 8. — Secretary 
Shemuui stated last uight tiiat he had 
assurauoea that General Rivera, the in- 
surgent leader would not be exeonted 
but would be treated as a prisoner 
of war. General Rivera M-as captured 
after being wonuded in a re<-ent battle 
and it was feared for a time that ho 
would be exe:;uted bjr tlie Spanish au- 
thorities for nis participation in the i-e- 
hellion.

FOUR VhOUSANdTmeN IOUL 

The IIlluoli Sterl ( uinpaiiy at Soath CiU< 
cagu Halt Cluiied l)<Mvn. 

Chicago, April 8.— Four thousand 
men were forced out of employment by 
the 'closing of the works of the Illinois 
Steel company at Soutli Chicago last 
night. This action was taken by the 
officials to head off a strike. Kmpliiyes 
declare they will rfsist tho lockout. 
Oificials assert that the worka will be 
reopened next Mouday. 

Rail struighteners are reaponiiine for 
the trouble. The officials of tho com- 
pany claim that the workmen brake 
their yearly contract, whioh was made 
a f ew montha aga Aa a rcanlt 'of the 
atrained relatione, it ia aaid, the Amal- 
gamated Asaooiiation of Iron and Steel 
Workers ia in great danger of being dis- 
banded. Vice Preeident Davis thinks 
notliiug of this kind will happen. 

General Manager Walker of the Illi- 
nois Steel company says the atrike is 
but a dispute among the workmen and 
tho company has nothing to do with the 
matter further than holdiug employes 
to their contract. 

It is f^aid that the company has re- 
duced the scale of wages siuoc the fall 
in the price of rails, and the question 
has been a mooh diapated point ever 
since. 

Rail straigliteners have disenssed it 
with the managers at ditlVTi nt limes 
and threatened to ipiit work, as they 
eliiimed they conld not moke as much 
money as when the price of rails was 
above $','(). 

The majority of the workmen swear 
vengoauce uguiust the rail sti-aightoners 
for dosing the worka. 

FEDERAL _Aip_ASKED. 

An Amerlean Not Properly Trnatcd by the 
Meslean Government.

TESTING THE LEVEES. 

The Crciit of the HIM Will Soyn He Oppo- 
site Vlekabnrg. 

MEMPins. April 8.— The supreme test 
of the levees south of VieksViurg and 
Arkansas City is fa t apprnachiiig. The 
ri\ er at Vicksburg h.ia been f.illing for 
some days on account of the rush of 
waters from the main cl)annel through 
the crevasse above into the Tnioo delta. 
This water is again returning to the 
channel throngh the mouth of the Ya- 
zoo river, and its influence is being felt 
at Vicksburg, where the gaugt' is now 
marking higher figures. Within a few 
days the crest of the rise will be oppo- 
site Yiokabnrg and the chaunel will 
continue to deepen nnlesa the levee.>' 
break. 

The Louisiana people keenly realize 
the gravity of the sitnatian. The de- 
struction wrooght by the watera in the 
St. Franda bamn and the Yasoo delta 
may be repeated in the Tenaoa baaiu, 
which begius in aoathoaatem Arkansas 
and extends throngh the northeastern 
cuuntiea of Louinana. Material ami 
men are being hurried forward and the 
elTort that had marked the work of 
those in charge of the lower levees h;is 
been doubled. The news of tho action 
of the national congress in appropriat- 
ing a large sum for tne relief of the suf- 
ferers was gratefully received here and 
throughout the overflowed districts. 
The prompt lu'tion of the president and 
the secretary of war is especially com- 
mended. 

The tax on the energies of the people 
of Me'.ii;iliis has been great, pre\ i<ius de- 
I'lai'ds haviiiu' 1^ i ii fully met. Tlii' 
ri\"i r at Mi :;i;ih;s is slowly falling ami 
the gauj.e at ( ario shows a gratifying 
decline.

COLIMBUS, O., April s._Alfh;.nL'1i 
Governor Bushnell refused yestei.i.iy 
afternoon to oommnte the sentence of 
William Ibtaa, the Oiuolnnati rapiAt 
and murderer, the electrocution did not 
take iilace this morning. At 3:30 yes- 
terday afternoon while a final test of 
the electrical machinery at the jxini- 
teutiary was being made, the d.ynamo 
bimied out. The machiney hod been 
tested five times previou.sly and the 
dynamo had carricfl 1,000 to 1,(100 volts 
readily. The Hnal test was just being 
finished when the accident occurred 
and tho attendant in the electrocution 
room stated the carrent then registered 
only .")00 volts, ulthougli it had regis. 
tert;d as high as 1 ,800 volts during the 
test. As no one was in the dynamo 
room at the time of the accident except 
the prisoners detailed to take care of 
the machinery, some of the otHcials sus- 
pected the dynamo hud been tampered 
with, but the prisoners indignantly de- 
nied the impataticiii. 

Harry Cimfiold, the electrician, after 
nil inspection, gave it as his opinion 
that the burning out of the dynamo 
was due to the collection of copper dust 
on the interior of the machine. He 
thought it possible to repair thedvnamo 
so that the electrocution could take 
place, but the probability of another ac- 
cident induced the board of managers 
to question the adviaaUlity of proceed- 
ing >vith the electrocution.

The annual report of the department of 

agriculture, showinK the iiiinilicr (A liead 
of live stock in the country on January 
lit, 1S97, ezhibiti a remarkable decrease 

in all meat animals. 

The supply of " other cattle " is placed 
at 90,908,000, a smaller number than in 
any year since l.so.3. The number of 
sheep is stated to be 119,000, wliich is 
lower tliau at any tiiiieHiuce 1.S87. The 
number of swine is placed at 40,000,(XX), 
which is lower than at any time since 
January Ist, 1S81. 

Tbe total number of meat animals of 
aU kinds is placed at 123306,000. The 
number has not been oo low since Janu- 
ary 1st, 1881. 

The number of milk cows is placed at 
]5,'.i42,(X)0, a sliortatro of llt.'j.SWi, as com 
pared with a year a^o, but it is a smaller 
number than there has been in the couU' 
try since January 1st, I SSH. Tliobif? year 
in milk cows was 1SS)5, wlion they num- 
bered 18,o04,()29. The big year in "other 
cattle'' was 18U2, when they numbered 
37,0.j1,'_'39; 1884 was the big year in sheep, 
when tbe number was 50,O2O,(>2t'> ; ]k}2 
was tbe big hog year, the number then 
being 62,308,019. This was also the big 
year in meat ainnials of all kindl, when 
the aggregate was idl,40o,ii74.

For a long time buttons and other 
articles for nthich bone is generally used 
have been made froo) congealed blood, 
purchased by tlio button-makers at tbe 
slaughter houseo and treated with some 
substance that hardens it to the sufficient 
consistency. From blood to milk ia a 
long remove, but tbe aame artirleo that 

are made troin blood can be made from 
milk by a process invented by an English- 
man named Jamea Callander and soon to 
be introduced into this country. 

The milk used is the skim milk that 
i9 of little use for domestic purposes and 
can be obtained very cheaply. It is the 
milk that remains after the cream has 
been skimmed off. The process of turn- 
ing this liquid into buttons, pool balls, 
combs, back of hair brushes and similar 
articles consists, first of straining the 
milk through a cloth in order to remove 
everj veotige of cream, and then mixing 
it with a anbatance the in^'rodienta of 
which are a secret of the inventor, and 
compressing it. At the end of three dajrt 
tlie substance is as solid as celluloid and 
is ready to bo cut and 8ha})ed in any way 
the manufacturer wishes. 

At present a factory ia Holland is en- 
gaged in fashioning the hardened milk 
into various articles, buttons being the 
chiel. The buttons made in this partic- 
ular way differ very little in appearance 
from ordinary bone buttons. They are a 
creamy white in appearance, but can be 
colored black or red or any other color 
by simply mixing the coloring matter 
with the milk before the hardening pro 
cess begina. They are laid to possess 
advantages over the bono and celluloid 
article in being less brittle and less 
liable to chip. For this reason the bill 
iard balls and pool balls which have been 
made in England from this anbatance 
h kve found favor where a cheap ball ia 
required instead of the expensive ivory 
balls. 

For combs the milk substance has 
been found to be especially well adapted, 
as it is smooth and delicate to the touch 
and derives from its creamy origin a 
glossy surface that is just the thing for 
combs. In the same way it ia a good 
substitute for ivory in bilUard and pool 
balls 

The great difficulty the inventor had 
to overcome, and which be grappled 
with unsuccessfully for seven years bC' 
fore he hit upon the right plan, was to 
keep the color of tho substan^ of a 
uniform shade. According to Mr. J. R. 
liurdoch, of Brooklyn, who has known 
the inventor for many yearet, the early 
experiments with milk buttons always 
resulted in the turning out of a substance 
hard enough, to be sure, but breaking 
out in spots of yellow, like frecUoo on a 
country boy.

The Court of Appeals has reversed the 
case of Suit, etc., against Crawford, taken 
«p from Robor^h(M|i County. Judge 
Paynter rendered tbe opinion, as follows : 

This artinn was hrnughl by the nrldow and 
children of l^ouard I'yles on a promissory note, 
which, it Is claimed, was an asset o( the estate u( 
tbe decedent. 

Ueonard I'yles died In 1876 Intestate. An ad- 
ministrator of the estate was duly appoioted. It 
It alleKi'd he settled his accounts a.1 such with 
tbe County ('.uurt and was dls<'barged as admin- 
istrator aud from all liability on tlie note In 
suit, aud that he ibettnpon turned the note over 
to the plaintiffs. The court sustained a demur- 
rer to and dismissed the petition upon tbe 
ground that the action could only l>c maluialued 
by the penonal representailre. 

We rccognUe the rule to be that heirs and 
devitee* can not in their own name* proeeciite 
suits to recover the unadmlulstered estate o( the 
dectKleut, but that auch actions can only be 
maintained by th« penonal repfeMDtative 
except Incases where ihepenoul reprtMntaUve 
refuses to admlniater upoti the estats aued for or 
to prosecute anita tor lis recovery, or In a caw 
like Bellamy'! sdmlalitmtor vs. BaUaay, 8 Bosh, 
10». 

The tnteatate died nineteen yean before thit 
action was brought. His penonal representative 
had^ttlsd his acconntt as such and been dis- 
charted. The presumption Is that all the debts 
of tbe decedent hart been paid. At any rate 
none oould hare existed when the sntt was 
broHKhl, ns tbe lapse of time had barred a re- 
covery on any unsatisfied claim that may have 
existed. It follows that no one had any lutcre!<t 
In the note except the helrs^at-law. Tbe per- 
sonal representative had relinquished any right 
he had in it by settling his accounts as adminis- 
trator aud turning tbe note over to the |i1aliitil)'. 

We nro of the opinion that It Is an determined 
asset. 1 lie jiroeeeds of the note are uol llabk' to 
pay the ilebts of tlu' lutestato. neither ha.s the 
persoii il represeutative any interest therein for 
reiiuburseiueut or protection, iis lie tiurrendcred 
the uote to lis real owners. 

fu<ler .sucli circumstances It seems to us to lie 
unreasonable to reijulre that sn n<lmliiistrator dc 
bouis non t>e appointe<l, aud allow him alone to 
maintain the actlou, as it would put the heira to 
considerable expend. Besides, as this Is an ad 
ministered asset, an administrator d« bonis non 
would have no control over it. 

We are of tbe opinion that when the admlniS' 
trator settled bis accounts, and turned the note 
over to the plalntink, they were vested with the 
right to collect the note and maintain an action 
on It 

The Judgment is reversed, with dlf«otions that 
further pniceedinys conform to thlsx>pinlon.

How long, 
he asked, was this captain general to eon 
tinue in power, issuing new orders day 
after «lay, as his wliim or oaprice might 
dictate, resiUting in the utmost harsh • 
uesa against American dtiaens In Cuba r 
At 2 o'clock the sonata went into ex- 
ecutive session and at S:IO 9. m. ad- 
jonrnod. 

The most interesting featnre of the 
house session was a passage between 
Representative Simpson, the Kansas 
Popnlist, and Speaker Reed. Mr. Simp- 
son gave voice to the opposition tp the 
speaker's temporary policy of inaction 
which has been amonldering in some 
quarters by speaking to a question of 
privilege. He finished a fiery denuuci- 
atilon of the speaker by demanding that 
he appoint the committees of the house 
at once and gave notice that he would 
prevent any more attempts to do Imsi- 
uesB by nnanimoiu consent. 

Several Republican members attempt- 
ed to stem the tide of Bfr. Simpson's at- 
tack, bnt Mr. Reed seemed to desire to 
hear it aud decUned to interfere. He 
listened calmly to the speech and then 
with his usual coolness and lucidity re- 
plied that the speaker was merely the 
instrument of the hons(>, ttiat he had 
enforced what he supposed to be the 
poliey desired by the majority and that 
the house had jjower to command the 
spt'ftker if it disapproved of his course. 
Ihe Kei)iiblicans i-xpressed their ap- 
proval by a round of liaud-clnpping.

BATTLESHIP tOWA FAST. 

Slin Average. I .SevcMitren Knota BB Hon* 
Over tlic lU'aular OoverancBt Coarse. 
Boston, April 8.— The battleship 

Iowa, the last of the premlum-bnilt bat- 
tleships of the navy, earned yesterday 
for her builders, Messrs. William 
Cramp & Son of Philadelphia, $200,000, 
by nialnng an average of 17 even knots 
au hour over the regular government 
coarse off the Massachnsetts ' coast in 
the fopr hours' speed trial required by 
the tfOTemment under the contract. 

The Iowa, by her grand work, proved 
herself to be snjx'rior to either the In 
diana or Massachusetts by a consider 
able fraction of a knot and is today the 
acknowU'dged queen of the American 
trnvy, if not the most formidable bat 
tleship afloiit 

Throughout the trial the boat behaved 
odmirably.
